It scems that these 
two men were interested in 9 certain inventlon 
called * Tidal-wave Power.” The main -docu- 
ment dlecovered'on him was ® printed applica- 
tlon to the United States Government overs 
year ago to purchase a certain invention of bis, 
which wasa more terrible explosive than any 
yet known for blowing up vessels, For this 
there was no patent as-yet, neither did he have 
with bien any moterlals. “tds all In my braln,” 
he sald. , 

Another decument wae a private letter weliten 
by his wife to bim at Sin Francisco, beseechiog 
him to sell bis inventlon there and not go to 
China at this time, 

The third man was Mr. George Howle, a 
Scotchman by birth, but anatarallsed American. 
On bim was found no evidence whatever, except 
one of Lord Brassey's naval books. of 1882, 
Indicating that he was {Interested in naval affatrs. 

The three men seemed to be together, but, as 
T say, no farther evidence existed, and certainly 
.no contract with the Chinese Government. The 
only contraband goods were a man’s brain or 8 
man's hopes. . 

After detaining the steamer all day orders at 
Inst came from headquarters, and at eleven 
o'clock at night the Japanese officers caine on 
board with thelr soldiers and with guns, and 
took forceful possession of the ship, In face of 
the protest of the French Commandant and the 
French Consul, 

Then the three men were formally arrested 
and ordered to leave the ship as prisoners. All 
protestation was unheeded, and the three men 
were forcibly carried ashore as prisoners of the 
Japanese Government, This, I belleve, i. the 
firat case of arresting forelgners by either Japan 
or China, and dong, too, not on Jspanese soll, 
but-on a steamer of the French Government 
saflIng under the French flag. To arrest men 
on the basls of the documents mentioned 
Indicates that Japan {fs showlng her power as 
auperlor to the two natlons, France and the 
United States. There might be susplictons of 
something more, bot a suspicion unverified {ts 
other than rellable evidence, 

I might also state that I was likewise requested 
to show my baggage, but finding ont. who 
I was, I was no longer molested, except 
just ‘when the three men were ready to 
leave, the head officer motioned me to come 
too, The French Consul mentinned that I waa 
a freacher, and so the danger vanished. 
Nevertheless J felt a bond of sympathy for the 
men arrested, and In fact every foreign passenger 
on board, French or Ergiish, German or 
American, had feellngs of regret or Indlgnatton, 
as they taw the thee forcibly carried away frem 
under the French flag as captives in war. For 
the Chinaman there was respect and.admlration 
from. every ont, for. his self-possession, 
courtesy, and cordlallty, To think that be 
was thus stopped on his journey on no other 
evidence than that of being recommended for 
falthfol services} Patriotic Chinamen are none 
too many. :

NANRKING NOTES, 
— ‘ 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nanking, rst November, 

Tho most noted p‘ysictan of Nanklang, Kwo- 
kan-kal, hae met with a misfortane Jately, A 
military stadent called him in, and though the 
stodent had a disease in which the fire or heat is 
sald ta be in excess, in spite of the remanstrance 
ofa medical frlend of the patient, Kwo pave 
heating.{nstead of cooling medicine and Imme- 
lately death resulted. The frlends held the 
doctor responsible, aod a settlement was only 
made by calling a number of scholars and 
officiats who assessed damages at over five 
hundred dollars, 

On « busy thoroughfare not far from ovr com- 
pound the Chinese are cleaning and repairing 
sewer, and one can have a lesson concerning 
Orlental methods by watching the process. The 
sewer Is Jost in front of. the stores, ts bullt of 
brick and about six inches wide and a foot or 
more deep, and covered with the stone slabs of 
the pavement, It {s fall to the top and the con- 
tents must be dug away. Each man seems 
to pull up the stones. covering bis ‘own 
part of the sewer, and it does not seem 
to matter at all whether, when the repalr- 
log Is done, the sewer will cary off the 
sewage or not, and it usually does not, as 
[t accumulates and. must be carrled away at 
intervals. This {2 {ndivyiduality carried to 
extremes, A drain in China {s only a long 
cesspool, hence the frequent occurrence of cholera 
and otherepldemics, It would require a sewer of 
four of five times the capacity to drain such a 
street, but [t would likely be difficult to teach 
the Chinese this necessity or {to teach them the 


seed of his individuallty In making the sewer | 
and a better graded and sloped bottom so as to i

They follaw him tnto the chapel and drown his 
voice with whistling and yells, then. meekly 
urge him te preach to them, They fling bits of 
stone orclay at bim, smash the forniture and 
indulge in other horse-play, but ft {s all.in sport!
